T H E IN D IA N TRO UBLES. 


G e n e ra l B ro o k e ’s C o m m an d a t th e P in e 
ltid g e A gency. 


C h ic a u o , 
November 
20th. — General 
Miles this evening receive^ a telegram 
from Rushville informing him that Gen­ 
eral Brooke scommnud reached Pine Ridge 
at 7 o’clock this morning. Indians are 
coming in in large numbers from Rosebud. 
There is much excitement, and the ghost 
dance continues. 
General Miles also received a comm uni­ 
cation from au officer at Camp Poplar 
River, Montana, dated November 17th, 
containing matter of interest with reference 
to the Messiah craze. 
The officer reports that all the Indians in 
that vicinity are affiected by the prevailing 
craze, and even the more intelligent half- 
hreeds believe in it. A num ber of young 
Indians recently 
procured 
W inchester 
lilies, where, the officer could not ascer­ 
tain. 
There has been no excitement up there 
yet, nor any dances, but there is a deep aud 
universal belief that there will be astonish­ 
ing supernatural 
manifestations before 
very long. One of Sitting Bull's lieuten­ 
ants (W hite Gut), with two other Sioux, 
has recently been up there preaching a 
new doctrine, denouncing the schools and 
telling the Indians to provide themselves 
with arm s and amm unition and meet the 
other Indians next spring in the Black 
Hills country. 
They were ordered off the reservation 
and went to the Woody mountains, north 
of the British line, to proselyte the rem ­ 
nants of the Ogallalas and Uncapapas. 
One of the loyal Indians told this officer 
that in case the Sioux should open hostili­ 
ties many young warriors from that vicin­ 
ity are likely to go and join them . 
The Ogallalas and Uncapapas, north of 
the British line, are a bad lot, some of 
whom were in the Custer affair and some 
of the older ones concerned in the Minne­ 
sota massacre of 1862. The Gros Ventres 
Indians at the Fort Belknap reservation 
are in a very turbulent state. 
As an instance of the stories floating 
around, the officer tells one current on the 
reservation to the effect that severel young 
warriors started from there to visit Sitting 
Bull and learn about the new Messiah. 
On the way one of them, Yellow Hawk, 
said he bad been commacded in a dream 
to kill himself as a test of his faith, with 
the promise that he should be raised from 
the dead. 
He committed suicide accord­ 
ingly, and the party went on without him. 
W hen they rpacbed Standing Rock they 
found Yellow Hawk there alive and well, 
having been iesurrected and 
taken to 
Standing Rock ahead of his companions. 
This is a story sent back by travelers. 
General Miies expressed great satisfaction 
this eveuing that General Brooke’s troops 
reached the agency this morning before 
the Indians had inaugurated hostilities, 
and the further fact that the latter are not 
committing any violence. “Now,’’ said he, 
“ they have to attack us in our own posi­ 
tion, or else break away from the reserva­ 
tion. 
The danger now is that the turbu­ 
lent bucks will leave the reservation. The 
apperance of General Brooke's command, 
however, will have the effect of sustaining 
the authority of the Government, and give 
protection to the loyal element among the 
Indians.” 
A BATTLE BEPOBTED. 
C h icag o , November 20th.—“Buffalo Bill,” 
who is in this city, told an Associated 
Pres9 representative this evening that Gen­ 
eral Miles has received information that a 
fight occurred this afternoon between Gen­ 
eral Brooke's troops and the Indians, be­ 
tween Rushville and Pine Ridge. 
No 
particulars have yet been received, and the 
casualties are unknown. Buffalo Bill ex­ 
pressed the opinion that General Miles 
would, “if let aione by the Government,” 
settle the trouble expeditiously. 
General Miies could not be seen to-night 
either at his he&dquarterters or the hotel. 
It was stated that he had gone out in com­ 
pany with Colonel Corbin, his Assis'aut- 
Adj utant-General. 
L a t e r .—General Miles was seen at mid­ 
night, and assured the reporter that he 
knew nothing whatever about a battle hav­ 
ing occurred. 


TROOPS PREPARING TO MOVE. 
O m aha, November 20th.—Orders have 
been received at Fort Omaha for the four 
retnainiug companies of the Second In ­ 
fantry to get readv to go to the front at a 
moment s notice.

These companies, so far at least as 
the Commanders are concerned, comprise 
some of the oldest Indian fighters in this 
section of the country. 


EXCITEMENT ON RED RIVER. 


P ie p .c e (S. D ), November 20th.—Cap­ 
tain Norville, Special Indian Agent, sta­ 
tioned at this point, returned to-day from 
a trip up Red river, were he bad gone on 
receipt of the report that the Indians, on 
account of the Messiah dance, were failing 
to attend to the distribution of rations and 
killing cattle. 
He reports that he found 
the Indians much excited, aud keeping up 
their famous ghost dances with a zest and 
perseverance that is alarming. 
He found 
Hum p R id with about 300 braves all 
painted up and acting in a very suspicious 
manner. 
Cowboys who arrived here to-night stated 
that the Indians have killed a num ber of 
cattle, and are acting in a strange m an­ 
ner, and the famous Indian Steps-The- 
Cripple had told them they had better keep 
on their guard. 
Some of the chiefs told Norville that sev­ 
eral of the hostiles had urged them to go 
and join in the ghost dances, making 
threats that if they didn’t enough force 
would be sent against them to kill them 
all. They claim to stand in great tear of 
the hostiles.

may gain some idea of the situation.

“It is the general opinion among the 
troops that they will be ordered in a day or 
two to stop the Indian ghost dance. Then 
trouble will undoubtedly follow. Two or 
three dances are now in progress. A herder 
who just reached here reports that several 
hundred Indians congregated secretly nine 
miles from this place. They are heavily 
armed, and are expecting the Rosebud 
Sioux to join them shortly.” 


ALL QUIET AT ROSEBUD. 
F o b t N io b r a r a (via Valentine, Neb.), 
November 20th.—Troops from Niobrara 
reached Rosebnd Agency early this m orn­ 
ing aud found all qniet and peaceful. The 
Messiah craze has not been as prevalent at 
the Rosebud Agency, and most of those 
affected by it left several days ago tor Pine 
Ridge to participate in the ghost dance. 
Tne presence of large numbers of Indi­ 
ans, with a dczen wagons, ytsterday in 
Valentine, for the purpose of freighting 
agency eoeds to Rosebud when they knew 
the troops were marching to the agency, 
was an assurance to the people that little 
trouble was to be apprehended. 
It is also 
considered good evidence that there will 
be no trouble at Pine Ridge, where it is 
lougbt that most of the present row is 
caused by a new and inexperienced agent.

— The 
failure of Barker Bros. & Co. is just an­ 
nounced. The announcement of the fail­ 
ure on the Stock Exchange has the etlect of 
depressing the m arket. The firm refused 
to make a statement. 
This is W harton Barker’s firm. The firm 
is largely interested in Reading securities, 
Oregon Pacific bonds and Baltimore and 
Ohio Car Trusts. The firm had a small 
line of deposits, and hss of late been doing 
very little business through the Stock Ex­ 
change. 
An assignment was made to Ed­ 
ward Mellor, son-in-laa of W harton Bar­ 
ker. The suspension, it is said, is not much 
of a surprise to well-informed merchants, 
as the firm's credit has been

It is said the liabilities will 
be $3,000,000. but the creditors are not 
numerous. The firm is said to have failed 
because of its inability to realize on outside 
securities.

The step was necessary for the protection 
of our customers.”

A u th o rita tiv e S ta te m e n t th a t G o u ld C on­ 
tro ls th e U nion P acific. 
N ew Y o rk , November 20th.—The World 
says the authoritative announcem ent has 
been made in Wall sireet that Jay Gould 
had again acquired control of the Union 
Pacific Railroad. The Missouri Pacific and 
its subsidiary lines were constructed with a 
view to the most advantageous interchange 
of business with the Union Pacific. 
When 
Mr. Gould relinquished comrol of the latter 
road four or five years ago his southwest­ 
ern system was cat off from many traffic 
benefits. Charles Francis Adams succeeded 
Sidney Dillon as President of the Union 
Pacific, and on taking possession of his 
office set out to establish the road as an in­ 
dependent line. The present plan is to 
reinstate Sidney Dillon as President of the 
company.

A PRACTICAL SUGGESTION :IN AID OF 
STATE SETTLEMENT. 


The proposition, or rather suggestion, of 
Mr. C. P. Huntington, as presented to the 
State Board of Trade by Air. William H. 
Mills, concerning a new means of adver­ 
tising the State, strikes us with a great 
deal of force because upon its face it is rea­ 
sonable, practical, and practically inexpen­ 
sive. 
Mr. Huntington’s idea is that there 
are some thousands of adults in California 
wedded to its best interests and convinced 
that it offers unequalled advantages to 
homeseekers, who are, or can be put in 
corres]mndence with immediate friends or 
relatives at the East upon California’s ad­ 
vantages. 
Now, if a good portion of these 
several thousands of our people can be in­ 
duced to write even so few as three letters 
a year to friends abroad, concerning Cali­ 
fornia and its claims, each one addressing 
his friend, we assume, upon the line of his 
correspondents’ known tastes, a great mis­ 
sionary work will be entered upon. 
It does not need any argument to con­ 
vince people that a personal indorsement 
or appeal is infinitely superior to one by 
circular, or printed agencies, or even by 
Boards of Trade, where the person present­ 
ing the case has our respect and inspires re­ 
pose of confidence in him. 
If we put 
ourselves in the place of the recipient of 
such letters as Mr. Hunington suggests, 
we will more readily understand the value 
of that kind of correspondence, and the 
potency that it will have at the East. 
The tendency of nearly all Californians 
is, after a few years residence here to cease 
correspondence with the old home people 
—at the very best the letters become in­ 
frequent. 
There are three men out of 
every five one will meet in the business 
world of California, who have almost en­ 
tirely abandoned the frequent and one 
time warm correspondence 
maintained 
with the friends of youth and early man­ 
hood at the East. 
Whatever the cause, it 
is undeniably true that a few years’ resi­ 
dence in California has a tendency to wean 
one away from the old home, and the inti­ 
macy of old friendship. 
Now, if by any sort of appeal several 
thousand old Californians can be induced to 
give so much of time as a little letter- 
writing will consume, to renewing their 
home correspondence, and therein to set 
forth the exact truth concerning the State. 
California will profit by dissemination of 
information in a way, and to an extent 
never before enjoyed. 
There are many 
Californians whose 
names will open to them the columns of 
scores of Eastern journals, notably the 
weekly press of rural regions, and through 
such mediums great good can be done in 
the way of State building and the settle­ 
ment of our vacant acreage. 
The sugges­ 
tion made at the recent Board meeting, 
that the State Board might well employ 
some one to solicit such correspondence 
as is advised by Mr. Huntington is a good 
one, but the propriety of engaging such a 
person to olier to write letter for others 
may be considered somewhat doubtful. 
Most men and women, we fear, will resent 
such an offer, since such letters would 
necessarily be too formal and evidently 
purposeful. 
Probably the correspondence 
Mr. Huntington advises is that which the 
friend recognizes as in the style ot and 
from the heart and head of his friend and 
relative. 
Just how to set on foot the suggested 
plan is an interesting question. 
The road 
to its consummation may well be prepared 
hv the California press. 
After that some 
means, even employment of a representa­ 
tive of the State Board to visit the people 
present the matter and secure their pledges 
to do something personal in inducing de­ 
sirable incoming of settlers of theclas6 we 
need, might be adopted. 
But if the idea 
is approved by public judgment, the means 
of accomplishing its end will develop. 
It is, the more it is thought over, an ex­ 
panding suggestion, one that accumulates 
torce and gathers energy. 
Let the State 
Board take hold of it earnestly and success 
will attend the effort. 
If it is said that 
letter-writing of the kind indicated is an 
art mastered by hut few, we reply that it 
is not, probably, the intention to have the 
peofcle told that they are to write essays 
and lon|r nvnographs, comprehensive, and 
all embracing upon the climatic and other 
advantages of our favored heritage. 
On 
the contrary, it is rather the idea we as­ 
sume, that the letter-writers shall, from 
time to time, by concise and emphatic ex­ 
pression, disabuse the minds of their East­ 
ern friends of false ideas concerning Cali­ 
fornia that have unfortunately obtained at 
the East; that they shall, from time to 
time, refer to and indorse the general 
truths about this State as set forth in such 
literature, for instance, as has the indorse­ 
ment of the State Board; that knowing 
their correspondent's tastes, means and de­ 
sires, they shall address them, as far as 
truth will justify, concerning the advan­ 
tages California offers to meet their hopes 
and abilities. 


If we suppose that in each of fifty-two 
counties fifty intelligent, informed people, 
who believe in this State and its advan­ 
tages firmly, can be secured who will write 
at least three letters annually to people at 
the East who will be likely to receive in­ 
formation concerning the State gladly, and 
who have the means to come to us and aid 
in our State building ; and if in San Fran­ 
cisco 500 such intelligent correspondents 
can be secured, we will have 9,300 per­ 
sonal letters sent out in the next year that 
must have a»decided beneficial influence in 
augmenting the current of travel to Cali­ 
fornia, and in disseminating information 
concerning the State, that will be received 
without doubt or question and will be very 
largelv acted upon. 
It is probable that as many more people 
can be p.edged to write a note of personal 
indorsement upon 20,000 copies of immi­ 
gration literature approved by the State 
Board of Trade, and forward the same to 
citizens at the East, in whose estimation 
their names as indorsers will he equivalent 
to demonstration of all that is set forth in 
the monographs. 
However viewed, this personal solicita­ 
tion idea by intelligent correspondents is 
an excellent one, and will, in our opinion, 
prove in practice to be a powerful ageuev 
for good. 


THE COMING RECIPROCITY POLICY. 


We have already called attention to the 
indications manifest in the earliest calm 
expressions of the Eastern press received 
since the election, that the drift of public 
opinion is setting strongly in favor of the 
reciprocity policy as opposed to the doc­ 
trine of the present tariff law. 
We have 
said it is evident that the country is com­ 
ing into line with the reciprocity policy 
suggested early last summer by the Secre­ 
tary of State, and that this judgment will 
vindicate the presience of that statesman. 
As the later expression.! of the press be­ 
yond the Missouri are received, it is more 
and more evident that this was a correct 
conclusion, and that the next tariff debate 
will be along the line of reciprocity, and 
that the Republican party will he com­ 
pelled to take the affirmative and in favor 
of it, if it is to maintain its footing. 
It is a significant fact that neither Mr. 
Blaine, nor any of his friends, have under­ 
taken to deny the statement of Mr. Black­ 
burn that the Secretary of State early last 
summer expressed his indignation over the 
propositions of Mr. McKinley’s bill. 
Nor 
have we been able to discover in any of 
the leading Republican exponents of pub­ 
lic opinion at the East any rebuke to Mr. 
Blaine for his antagonism to the tariff hill. 
The entire country appears to he waiting, 
and with a good deal of hopeful anxiety, 
for the promised letter from the Secretary, 
in which he will fully set out his ideas 
concerning the doctrines of reciprocal in­ 
terchange of commercial products that 
will become the settled policy of the 
United States sooner or later, and which 
will be, all are convinced, the part of wis­ 
dom. 
If, instead of the McKinley bill as it 
passed, the Republican party had with 
sincerity and understanding 
advocated 
such a policy as the Secretary is known to 
have advised from the first, a policy of 
reciprocal relations in exchange of com­ 
modities with other nations, the defeat 
that met the party on the 4th inst. would 
probably have been avoided. 
Last June the Slate Department sent to 
President Harrison a letter submitting the 
report upon the “Customs L'nion’’ adopted 
by the International American Conference. 
In that letter the Secretary pronounced 
his opinion most emphatically to be that 
at least— 
Partial 
reciprocity between the 
American 
Republics was not only practicable, but must 
necessarily increase the trade and tne develop­ 
ment of the material resources of the countries 
adopting that system, and it would in all prob­ 
ability bring about as favorable results as those 
obtained by free trade among the different 
States of this Union. 


The quotation is from the declaration of 
the Committtee of the International Amer­ 
ican Congress, to which the reciprocity 
proposition was submitted. 
The Confer­ 
ence itself recommended that the several 
Governments represented negotiate reci­ 
procity treaties “upon such a basis as would 
be acceptable in each case, taking into 
consideration the special situations, condi­ 
tions and interests of each country, and 
with a view to promote their common wel­ 
fare.” 
But our Congress was at that very time 
considering propositions which, if adopted, 
put reciprocity with the Latin-American 
States wholly out of the question. 
This 
afforded the Secretary of State opportunity 
to enter his protest, and to point out that 
commercial progress and trade prosperity 
would be infinitely fostered by such re­ 
stricted reciprocity treaties as the Ameri­ 
can Conference proposed. 
The same prin­ 
ciple underlying the reasons for reciprocity 
with South American States are substruct- 
ural of the whole reciprocal scheme, no 
matter what the nations with which it 
may he made operative. 
When the Secretary last September told 
the Boot and Shoe Club of Boston that 
with reciprocity the West, for instance, 
can annually sell many hundred thousand 
barrels of Sour in Cuba and Porto Ric-o, 
together with a large mass of other agri­ 
cultural products, but without reciprocity 
she will be driven more and more from 
those markets, he clearly indicated what 
he believed the true policy of the country 
to be. 
That is to say, that it is not de­ 
manded that we shall open our markets 
free of all charge to Latin-American States 
or the West Indies, but that where mutual 
interests are conserved, there may be in­ 
terchange upon a basis that will tax 
neither the foreign nor the home con­ 
sumer. 
It is becoming clearer every day, as the 
Secretary put it in his notable letter, that 
reciprocity is equally beneficial to farm 
and to shop, and that business and indus­ 
trial interests will alike be promoted by 
it. 
In just what decree and in what form 
all business interests will be conserved by 
I ihe policy cannot he fully known until 
I there has been some trial of it ; nor is it a 
j policy that is to develop its benefits at 
! °nce. 
If protectionist Republicans desire 
the defeat of absolute free trade, the 
I means to that end are those that recip- 
: rocitv offer.

Lee 
Stanley Has Not B een Elected 
Tax Collector. 


Late last evening the Supervisors and 
their special clerks completed the canvass 
of the county election returns. When the 
final footings had been made the clerks 
read off the results, and when the county 
offices were reached Supervisor Bates of­ 
fered a formal resolution declaring elected 
those candidates who received the majori­ 
ties of the votes cast for the respective of­ 
fices for which they were candidates. 
At this juncture Sheriff McMullen, who 
was present and evidently had something 
on his mind, handed Clerk Hamilton a 
communication which he wished to have 
read. 
Tebbets said the matter was out of order. 
There was a resolution before the Board 
declaring certain persons elected to offices, 
and the business of the Board shouid not 
be interfered with. 
Mr. McMullen insisted that he had a 
right to be heard in the matter. He wished 
to protest against the Board declaring Lee 
Stanley elected as Tax Collector, as he had 
not been elected to that office and had no 
right thereto. Many of the ballots—those 
headed “ Citizens' Repúblicas ” and “ Citi­ 
zens/Democratic'.-andcounied for Mr.Stau- 
ley were printed simply “ For Sheriff,” the 
words “ Tax Collector” having been 
omitted. It the Board would receive his 
communication it would do Mr. Stanley no 
injustice. Now was the proper time for 
him to file his protest—before the result of 
the caDvass was announced. 
Mr. Tebbets insisted on a vote being 
taken on the resolution before the Board. 
Supervisor Greer (who was acíng as 
Chairman in the absence of Mr. lioss) sug­ 
gested that the Board should a:low Mr. Mc- 
Mulleu to tile his protest, as it had allowed 
others to do, and he should rule that its 
reception was properly in order. 
THE CHAIR OVERRULED. 
Mr. Tebbets apneaied from the decision 
of the Chair, and the other members of 
the Board voted against sustaining the 
Chair. 
Clerk Hamilton then asked what refer­ 
ence he should make in his minutes of the 
proceedings to what had just transpired, 
and Supervisor Tebbets settled it by saying: 
“Nothine. Now go on and read the Bates 
resolu ion ” 
The resolution was then read and 
adopted. 
This done, Mr. McMullen was allowed to 
file his protest—after the Board had ex­ 
hausted its power in the matter and de­ 
clared the result. 
Mr. McMullen laid his claim on this 
proposition : He refers to the County Gov­ 
ernment Act of 18S3, wlrch enumerates 
the various offices to be filled as Sheriff, 
Clerk, Assessor, Auditor, Tax Collector, 
etc., and which provides that Boards of 
Supervisors may, by proppr ordinance, con­ 
solidate the offices of Sheriff and Tax Col­ 
lector. This, he 3ays. the Board of Super­ 
visors has not done, and that the offices re­ 
main separate and distinct; that he has 
received a majority of the votes cast for Tax 
Collector, and that even if he had not he is 
still entitled to hold the office, as the Super­ 
visors’ proclamation did not provide for 
any such officer at the late election. 
He first asked that the Board issue to 
him a certificate of election, and that being 
refused be filed a protest against a certifi­ 
cate being given to Mr. Stanley as Tax Col­ 
lector.

THE BOYCOTT CASE. 
Jadee Arm strong Issues a Restraining 
Order Until the ta se is Decided. 
A restraining order was made by Judge 
Armstrong yesterday, in line with his de­ 
cision in the boycott esse, in which the 
defendants are commanded—until the final 
termination of the case—to refrain from 
combining among themselves, or with 
other persons, in any unlawful manner, for 
the purpose of “persuading and from at­ 
tempting by intimidating, insinnating, per­ 
suading or coercing, and from other unlaw­ 
ful means of persuading or inducing any of 
the advertising patrons or subscribers of 
the Evening Bee newspaper to withdraw or 
discontinue their patronage of said news­ 
paper. and from printing, publishing, dis­ 
tributing or circulating any poster or other 
paper, placard or document containing the 
words 'Boycott the Bee,' or other words of 
substantially similar import.” etc. 
The order contains a similar warning 
against the defendants threatening or in­ 
timidating the employes of said paper, or 
preventing persons from entering its serv- 
" e.The Court also issued an order addressed 
to C. M. Harrison, G. W. McKay, W. W.

HIS FEMALE VIC TIM RELATES HER 
STORY IN COURT. 


The Jury Credits H er Statem ent as to 
H is Brutality, and Pronounces a 
Verdict of Guilty. 


Wm. Wilson, alias “Curly” Wilson, was 
tried in the Police Court yesterday on a 
charge of battery preferred against him by 
the woman with whom he lives. The de­ 
fendant demanded a jury trial when the 
case was first called a few days ago, and the 
selection of twelve men to try the case con­ 
sumed considerable time. 
Wilson was not represented by an attor­ 
ney, but conducted his own case. He had 
no questions to ask of the jurors, but 
availed himself of his right of “peremptory 
challenge” whenever he detected a Hebrew 
in one of the jurors’ chairs. The following 
jurors were finally selected: B. B. Brown, 
C. C. Brown, H. Fisher, J. Lewis, C. A. 
Sawtelle, George Newman, D. J. Mannix, 
Wm. Grafmiller, S. H . Davis, Joseph Hop- 
lev, Claus Anderson and George F. Bron­ 
ner.Jennie Wilson, the prosecuting witness, 
took the stand and gave her testimony in 
an entirely different manner from that which 
was expected of her. Heretofore, in testi­ 
fying against Wilson, she had been re­ 
luctant about telling what she knew, and 
invariably shielded him, but yesterday she 
gave her evidence with a determination 
that was rather a surprise to the City At­ 
torney. She said she had been living with 
Wilson for two years, and during that time 
had been most unmercifully beaten on 
numerous occasions. 
As a rule she paid the house rent and 
furnished food, while Wilson, who worked 
a part of the time, spent his money in 
saloons, and coming home would habitu­ 
ally beat her because she did not have 
more money to give him. Poverty and the 
persuasions of Wilson had driven her 
lately to enter a house of ill-repute, and 
because she could not earn sufficient at this 
business she was again beaten. 
On Friday Wilson came to the house 
partly intoxicated, and started to abuse 
her. He caught her by the hair and 
dragged her around the room, at the same 
time nourishing a knife and threatening to 
thrust it into her, “and turn it around,” if 
she did not make money for him. H»r 
screams attracted two or three men, who 
compelled Wilson to desist. 
Frank Goulert, a saloon keeper at Second 
and L streets, testified that be heard the 
woman's scream on Friday afternoon, and 
rnshing out, he saw Wilson with one hand 
clutching her breast and ¿nother brandish­ 
ing a pocket-knife, as if to draw it across 
her throat. Wilson remarked that he was 
taking her home, and intended to see that 
she did not frequent saloons. 
The prosecution rested, and the defend­ 
ant took the witness stand. He denied 
having used any force upon the woman, 
other than was necessary to get her away 
from saloons and keep her in her house. 
He said he worked for a living, and that 
she went into a house of Ul-fame of her 
own will. 
City Attorney Hart made a spirited ad­ 
dress to the jury, in which he stamped Wil­ 
son as a man of most degrading character, 
and one of those individuals who would 
rather live off the earnings of a frail woman 
than exercise his physical powers and mus­ 
cle in his own support. Such men were 
the most detestable beings on the face of 
the earth, and not fit company for cars. 
Wilson made a few remarks to the jury, 
setting forth that his only object in using 
violence on the woman was to keep her 
from leading a life of shame. 
The jury retired, and in a few moments 
brought in a verdict of guilty. The de­ 
fendant will be sentenced to-day. 
ROBBED ON THE HIGHWAY. 
A Laboring Man Plundered at Brighton 
—The Bobbers Caught. 
Three men, who gave their names as 
Quinlan, Wright and Sullivan, were 
brought to the city last evening from 
Brighton by Deputy Sheriff Fey and Dep­ 
uty Constable F. C. Millard on charges of 
robbery. They also brought in one J. H. 
Page, their victim, who is detained as a 
witness agaiust them. 
It appears that Page—according to his 
own statement—was en route to the ci'y 
from Briggs' ranch, near Routier’s Station, 
with $70 hard-earned money in his pocket 
and a heavy load of wayside wnisky in his 
stomach. The effect of his combination 
burden was to make him weary (as be was 
journeying afoot), and when he had counted 
the railroad ties as far as Brighton Junc­ 
tion he sat himself down on the track to 
rest.Thi3 was about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
While he was sitting there the three worthies 
first mentioned came along from the direc­ 
tion of the city. They concluded then and 
there to turn over a new Page, and the 
weary and defenseless traveler was turned 
over without ceremony and relieved ot his 
$70. 
The trio resumed their journey 
toward the bamlet of Perkins. 
On the way Wright and Sullivan entered 
the premises of Mrs. Kirn, by tbe roadside, 
and that lady saw them in her woodshed. 
After they had gone she went there and 
found $40 in gold which they had left, 
probably with the intention of returning for 
it at night. 
Then Page a - peared and told Mrs. Kirn of 
what had happened to him, and she 
hitched up her horse and drove to Perkins 
and informed the officers. Constable Fey 
and Deputy Millard went out and met the 
trio on the road and arrested them. 
On searching the men Quinlan was 
found to have $15 in gold and some silver 
in his pocket, which, with the $40 found 
by Mrs. Kirn, amounts to nesrly the sum 
of which Page claims to have been robbed. 
At the Sheriff's office Quinlan admitted 
the robbery, but declared mat Sullivan and 
Wright were the guilty ones, and that they 
gave him $15 of it. Sullivan, on the other 
hand, declared that Quinlan did the job, 
while Wright denied an knowledge of any 
robbery at all. 
Quinlan was well dressed, and had in his 
pocket a document, signed by the Governor 
of Utah, designating him as a Constable. 
He claims to have been a railroad employe 
in that Territory. 
As two ot the prisoners have already 
“squealed,"' it does not look as if there will 
be much trouble in landing them all in the 
State Prison. ____________ 
FIRE IN A BARN. 
Alarm Sent in From Different Boxes— 
The Firem en Confused. 
About 9 o’clock last evening a fire alarm 
came in from box 42. While the whistles 
and bells were ringing the alarm for the 
third time some one sent in an alarm from 
box 41 for the same fire. 
Chief Guthrie says that such careless 
sending of alarms is liable to tesnlt in great 
damage. Had the second alarm come in 
two minutes earlier there wonld have been 
great confusion, and the department would 
have had difficulty in ascertaining the lo­ 
cation of the fire. 
The fire was at Eleventh and L streets, 
in tbe loft of tbe handsome stable of John 
Blair.

R e p o rt T h at th e New C hief Ju stic e May 
G overn th e Islands. 
W a s h in g to n , N ovem ber 20th.—Justice 
D ecederkrautz, who was appointed b.v K ing 
O scar of Sweden to act as arbitrator in the 
Sam oan disputes, is in the city, and called 
on B laine at the State D epartm ent to-day. 
H e is a m an of fine appearance, and even 
in A m erica, w here young m en come to the 
front in such num bers, would be considered 
youthful for such a dignified position. 
In 
explaining bis interesting m ission, be said : 
“ I t is a difficult task I undertake, but I 
tru st to exercise m y authority for the best 
in te re s t of all concerned. 
By the term s of 
th e Berlin conference the natives were 
guaranteed self-governm ent. 
They are to 
have a native King, but it is left to the 
C hief Justice to decide in the present case 
w ho is the rightful sovereign. 
M alieloa is 
th e ruler de facto, and though Tamassese, 
w h o was Vice-King when the G erm ans de­ 
posed the form er, was au aspirant to the 
th ro n e, I csnnot say w hether he is now or 
n o t. 
I can’t m ake 'u p m y m ind this far 
from the scene as to the real m erits of the 
dispute, and m ust m ake a thorough inves­ 
tigation before proclaim ing to the Sam oans 
th e nam e of their m onarch.” 
T h e Chief Justice will constitute a Court 
before w hich all civil suits between the 
S am oans and foreigners shall be tried, and 
betw een the Sam oans them selves : also, all 
la n d su i’s and crim inal cases involving for­ 
eigners wi n the natives, or w ith each 
o th er. 
From the decision of the Chief Ju s­ 
tic e there shall be no apptal. 
It will be 
seen from 
Judge 
D ecederkrantz’ 
talk, 
th o u g h he was too modest to say 30, that 
b e witl be virtually ruler of the Sam oan 
group, and that Malietna, or whoever the 
C hief Ju-U ce nam ed8s King, wiil be m erely 
& figurehead. 
It Is w ell that such responsi­ 
bility falls on a person of such high ch ar­ 
a cter and attainm ents, and one who is 
th oroughly im bued with the idea of pre­ 
serving the strictest im partiality. 
There 
a re fourteen islands in the group, on one of 
w hich the U nited Sta’es has the right to 
th e m agnificent harbor of Pango Pango, 
th e best in the kingdom .

Springfield (III.). November 20th.—The 
F arm ers’ M utual Benefit National Associa­ 
tion to-aay agreed to resolutions dem and­ 
ing the revision of the patent law s; the 
abolition of the national banking system ; 
th at the circulating m edium be confined to 
gold, silver and copper coins, and the 
U nited States Treasury notes ; favoring the 
loaning of m oney bv tie National Govern­ 
m ent to citizens in sum s not exceeding 
$1 000 to any person, and properly secured 
at interest not exceeding four per cent, per 
annum ; favoring the issue and sale at par 
of U nited States bonds of $10, $20, $50 aDd 
$100, bearing two per cent, interest, and re­ 
deem able at the opiion of the holder and 
th e Governm ent. 
The resolutions 
further dem and the 
regulation of copera'.ions bv la w ; favor 
the election of President, Vice-President 
and U nited States Senators by popular 
vote ; opposes civil service laws, and to fix 
the tenure in office of United States Judges 
not to exceed nine years. 
T he election of Postm asters and R ail­ 
road and W arehouse Com missioners by 
popular vote is also urged. 
Pensions to 
soldiers and sailors are approved, and a re­ 
vision of Governm ent officials' salaries is 
recom m ended, as is also the reduction of 
taxa'ion on necessities and conveniences, 
and the regulation of im m igration and the 
m anufacture of adulterated foods. 
T he resolutions concluded by m aking 
provision for the establishm ent of a n a ­ 
tional organization to attend the com ing 
sessions of 
Legislatures throughout the 
country iu the interest of farm ers’ organi­ 
zations, and calling upon the representa­ 
tives of the Association to keep aloof from 
both the old parties.

In Becker vs. Sears (10 D., 575), it 
is held that as the duty of pub icalton is 
p u t by the statute, the claim ant sltouid not 
b e m ade to sutler from au insufficient com ­ 
pliance in that respect (nine insertions), 
w here no prejudice to the right of others is
